Choose Regional Code Authority 


* All Groups Represented Among 18 Members, with 
Richard Shoemaker Jr. as Chairman; Committees Ap- 
pointed to Work on Amendments, By-Laws and Budget 


Bax completion last month of 
the Regional Code Authority for the 
Trade Binding and Paper Ruling In- 
dustry of the New York Metropol- 
itan Area was one of the most sig- 
nificant events that has occurred in 
the local industry in several months. 
Committee meetings were still going 
on as we went to press, and it was 
expected that at the meeting of June 
4 a Regional Code Director would 
be chosen and reports made on by- 
laws, code amendments, and the code 
authority budget. 

Preliminary negotiations for the 
New York area, extending over a 
long period, had been greatly accel- 
erated during the past few months 
and came to a satisfactory head with 
the completion of the regional code 
authority of 18 members, chosen as 
follows: 9 from the Bookbinders’ 
Trade Association, 4 from the Paper 
Rulers’ League, 3 from the Trade 
Binders’ League, and 2 neutral or in- 
dependent members. This arrange- 
ment makes the board thoroughly rep- 
resentative of large and small plants, 
of all local associations, and of non- 
association plants. ‘The members, all 
of N.Y.C., are:

(Chas. Stratton Co.), Albert E. Ber- 
tini (Premier Paper Ruling Co.), 
Herman Schotz (Supreme Ruling &

Stabilization Unaffected 
By NRA Decision 


The Supreme Court decision 
was reached as this issue was about 
to go to press, and the following 
statement was made by Judge Tif- 
fany: 

“The recent decision on NRA 
did not find the book manufactur- 
ing industry unprepared. For 
many months the code director and 
the code authority have been laying 
the foundations for a permanent 
program of stabilization through 
the Book Manufacturers’ Institute. 
The constructive work that has 
been done under the code will be 
continued and adapted to a volun- 
tary agreement basis. 

“As a matter of fact, very little 
emphasis has been laid in this in- 
dustry on the compulsory features 
of the code, and it has been the aim 
throughout to adopt measures so 
obviously beneficial to the industry 
that all establishments would will- 
ingly subscribe to and support 
them. Nothing, therefore, need 
be lost to the book manufacturers 
in the scrapping of NRA.”

An important meeting of the 
group was held on May 14 in the of- 
fice of the National Code Authority. 
Judge Tiffany and Assistant Code 
Director Harry S. Radcliffe were 
present, as well as H. Brewster Hob- 
son, administration member of pub- 
lishing and bookbinding code author- 
ities, and Deputy Administrator 
George T. Ross, who came from 
Washington especially for the meet- 
ing and flew back the next morning. 

Richard Shoemaker, Jr., was made 
chairman of the local group, and 
David Wade secretary. Alexander 
Schwartz was chosen legal counsel. 
In a short speech Mr. Shoemaker said 
that he felt honored by his appoint- 
ment ; knowing his co-workers, he saw 
no reason why all should not work in 
harmony for the advancement of the 
industry as a whole. 

Two committees were appointed at 
the meeting: The committee to work 
on by-laws and code amendments 
comprises Messrs. Gardiner, Jourdan, 
Kulawitz, and Siegel. On the budget 
committee are Messrs. Sonnenblick, 
Cunningham, and Ebert. 

The following statement was made 
by Alexander Schwartz, the Regional 
Code Authority’s legal counsel :

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Eighty-Five Years of Bookbinding 
Marked by J. F. Tapley Co. 


One summer morning in 1850 a 
young man of 26 left his residence 
in Springfield, Mass., and went 
downtown—or “up street,” as they 
say in New England—to hang out 
his shingle as an edition binder. 

He watched the sign, “Tapiey, 
Bowes & Co.”, as it was affixed 
over the entrance. Then, satisfied 
that he had flung his bookbinding 
banner to Springfield and the world, 
he entered the plant to supervise the 
first job. 

The young man was Jesse Fel- 
lowes Tapley; the enterprise which 
he had so daringly launched—a small 
hand bindery—was to be the cradle 
of the J. F. Tapley Co. of Long 
Island City, N. Y., one of the coun- 
try’s leading book manufacturing 
plants, which is observing its 85th 
anniversary this year. 

Born the day before Christmas, 
1824, the founder began his appren- 
ticeship at 16 in the bindery of N. L. 
Dayton in Lowell, Mass.; and in 
1846 he went to Boston, where he 
perfected himself at the bookbinding 
trade. It was four years later that, 
imbued with the ambition to start 
his own business, he located in 
Springfield. The bindery prospered, 
particularly during the Civil War, 
when it was recognized as the largest 
producer of photograph albums in the 
country. 

However, Mr. Tapley looked 
around for new worlds to conquer. 
Feeling that larger opportunities 
awaited him in New York, he trav- 
eled to the metropolis in 1881 and in 
August of that year bought out 
Joseph Glacel’s bindery at 4 Great 
Jones St. Of a progressive and in- 
ventive turn of mind and hospitable 
to new ideas, Mr. Tapley followed 
every development in the rapid 
mechanization of the bookbinding in- 
dustry, and acquired the latest equip- 
ment as soon as it appeared. Thus 
the bindery on Jones Street always 
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® Long Island City Bindery was Founded by Jesse Fellowes 
Tapley in Springfield, Mass., in 1850; Many Prominent 
Bookbinders Have Served in ‘House of Tapley’’ 


represented the last word in efficiency 
and production and grew rapidly. 
Mr. Tapley had the New England 
trait of counting every penny, and 
yet he was so fair and honest in his 
dealings that his word was regarded 
as good as his bond. Those were the 
days when estimates were the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. For many 
years after coming to New York, 
Mr. Tapley handled the binding of 
leading publishers and never was 
asked to submit a price in advance. 
It was well known that, as a conse- 
quence, he leaned so far backward 
in his desire to be fair that he under- 


billed rather than over-billed. 


du year after he moved to New 
York he took in Fred Zwicker, who, 
remaining with the company for 50 
years, was one of the outstanding 
personalities of the New York book- 





binding industry on his retirement in 
1931. 

A true Alger touch was given the 
story of the House of Tapley when 
one day in 1890 Mr. Tapley adver- 
tised for an errand boy and A, C. 
Wessmann was successful candidate 
for the job. Through his ability and 
enthusiasm for the binding business, 
Mr. Wessmann acquired a half in- 
terest in 1898 and assumed complete 
control when Mr. Tapley died May 
12, 1910. Although the company’s 
greatest expansion has taken place 
under the administration of the 
Wessmanns—Robert H. Wessmann, 
M. M. Wessmann, not forgetting 
the first “A.C.”,—they have incon- 
spicuously merged themselves with 
the J. F. Tapley Co., retaining the 
old name in tribute to the memory 
and ideals of the founder. 

Messrs. Tapley, Zwicker, and 
Wessmann are credited with a num-

ber of the improvements common in 
modern edition bookbinding. One of 
their greatest contributions was the 
invention of the concealed cloth 
joint, originally designed for the 
Century Dictionary and later put 
into general use on large books. 


Between 1887 and 1904, increas- 
ing business obliged the firm to move 
four times. In 1914 the plant was 
on W. 37th St. During the war the 
business grew so rapidly that two 
floors in the new Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. plant in Long Island 
City were leased in 1920. A high- 
water mark at the 37th Street plant 
was set by the manufacture of over 
2,000,000 New Testaments during 
the war for the American Bible So- 
ciety. An order they received for one 
million Testaments is still said to be 
the largest single order ever placed 
for binding one book. The produc- 
tion on this one book alone averaged 
a quarter million a month. 


Besives regular trade work for 
publishers, the Tapley bindery has 
always been noted for the great quan- 
tity of college annuals turned out 
each year. Many successive editions 
of the World Almanac and the 
N. Y. Telephone Directory (cloth 
edition) have also been bound there. 

Hymnals, Tapley-bound, dot the 
pews of churches throughout the 
land ; carloads of textbooks have gone 
from its stock rooms to schoolhouses 
all over the U. S. An army of ste- 
nographers have been instructed with 
the Gregg shorthand and _ typing 
books, products of the Tapley bind- 
ery. There one can see a tiny memo- 
randum book being bound side by 
side with an enormous catalog. 
Many of the largest and best-known 
encyclopedia sets, including the 
Britannica and the New Interna- 
tional, have been bound in the Tap- 
ley plant. 

“Call it fortunate or what you 
will,” Robert H. Wessmann, presi- 
dent of the J. F. Tapley Co., told 
BooKBINDING MaGaAzZINE, “but we 
have also played an active part in the 
various crazes that crop up in pub- 
lishing from time to time. Back in 
1861 the vogue was photograph 
albums. One of the latest is the 
contract bridge craze. We _ have 
bound all the Ely Culbertson books; 
and even now, with the new stamp- 
collecting craze, our volume of the 
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higher grade of albums amounts to a 
considerable figure. Every day thou- 
sands of expensive volumes are being 
produced for the Scott Stamp & Coin 
“ty hag 

Many well known figures in the 
American bookbinding industry are 
Tapley alumni, including Elbridge 
W. Palmer, president of the Kings- 
port Press; Arthur J. Barlow, presi- 
dent of the Kingsport Press Sales 
Agency; H. Arthur Busch (Russel!- 
Rutter Co.), president of the Book- 
binders’ Guild of N. Y.; E. M. 
Ketchum (Van Rees); and Nathan 
Shrifte (H. Wolff). 

Today this company, now well on 
its way to the end of a century ot 


worth-while activity in the service ot 
the graphic arts, is presided over by 
Robert H. Wessmann, son of Mr. 
Tapley’s able assistant, A. C. Wess- 
mann. Three other members of the 
Wessmann family are also active in 
the management of the firm: Mrs. 
M. M. Wessmann is treasure:; A. 
C. Wessmann is now the buyer, fol- 
lowing several years of study ia one 
of England’s great book manufac- 
turing plants; and H. B. Wessmann 
has charge of the cost department. 
The sales work of the company is 
handled. by G. Alan Chidsey as sales 
manager, with A. C. Miller, Walter 
E. Seely, and Donald Cuthbert as 


his co-workers. 


Copyright Law and Tariff Are 
Discussed by N. Y. Guild 


Ar the meeting of The Book- 
binders’ Guild of N. Y., held Wed- 
nesday evening, May 8, at the Blue 
Ribbon Restaurant, President H. 
Arthur Busch (Russell-Rutter Co.) 
made the following appointments to 
the Executive Committee to serve 
during his second administration: 
Otto Paasch (George McKibbin & 
Son), chairman; Ernest L. Farwell 
(Scribner Press), William G. Lum- 
mis (Scroll Club Bindery). 

Retiring members of the commit- 
tee, who had served during the past 
year, were John Duff (Van Rees 
Bookbinding Corp.), who had been 
chairman and felt obliged to decline 
another term; J. Russell Lauben 
(Russell-Rutter Co.) at present serv- 
ing as secretary, and W. H. Wilkins 
(H. Wolff). Mr. Paasch had previ- 
ously served on the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Fred C. Russ, proposed by Vice- 
President Charles Friedel (J. F. Tap- 
ley Co.) , was formally elected a mem- 
ber of the Guild. Mr. Russ is head 
stamper at the Tapley plant, L. I. C. 
Leon Henry, who has been a member 
but has left the bookbinding indus- 
try, was made an honorary member. 

The speakers were D. S. Brassil (J. 
J. Little & Ives Co.), veteran N. Y. edi- 
tion bookbinder, and Harry S. Rad- 
cliffe, assistant code director of the book 
manufacturing industry. Their topic 
was the proposed amendments to the ex- 
isting copyright law which would make 
the U. S. signatory to the International 


Copyright Union, and the effect such 
conformity to the Union’s stipulations 


might have on book manufacturing and 
edition bookbinding in this country. 
[The latest status of the copyright bill 
and the efforts which the B.M.I. has 
been making to insure that the American 
book manufacturing industry will obtain 
protection are described elsewhere in 
this issue.] 


An interesting feature of the meeting 


was a discussion as to the classification 
of extra binders under the book manu- 
facturing code. At present they are 
grouped with the library _ binders. 
Spokesmen for the extra binders group 
in the Guild expressed their dissatisfac- 
tion with such grouping, declaring the 
nature of their work is so different from 
library binding as to justify their re- 
quest for separate classification. 

William Lummis (Scroll Club Bind- 
ery) and John Fullerton (Atelier Book- 
binding Co.) were appointed a commit- 
tee by President Busch to meet with 
Mr. Radcliffe to discuss the possibility 
of such a change in classification. This 
would give the extra binders a more 
definite representation in the bookbind- 
ing industry and enable them to seek 
a solution to their problems, such as the 
present low tariff on. foreign-bound 
books and the free list, which work a 
known. hardship on the craft. 

Wednesday evening, June 12, will mark 
the last regular meeting before Sep- 
tember. James Hayes (Edward Rock), 
chairman of the entertainment commit- 
tee, is planning a number of surprise 
features to wind up the season before 
the summer, and all members are urged 
to attend. 

A highlight in the Guild’s social ac- 
tivities this month will be the annual 
outing, on Saturday, June 22, to New- 
burgh, N. Y., where the Guildsmen will 
be the guests of the Fabrikoid Division 
of the E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co.

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Book Clinic Exhibit Awards Palm 
To 41 Recent Trade Editions 


Once again the Book Clinic has 
demonstrated what can be done in 
trade editions by an exhibit at the 
New School for Social Research, 
N. Y. C. “An Exhibition of Amer- 
ican Trade Book Design, 1934-1935,” 
as it was called, was the fourth such 
annual show to be sponsored by the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts. 
This year the books were not limited 
to members of the Book Clinic, all 
publishers having been invited to sub- 
mit entries to be selected by a jury 
consisting of Helen Gentry (Holiday 
House), Hellmut Lehmann-Haupt 
(Columbia University Library), 
Elizabeth Riley (Brentano’s), and 
Philip Van Doren Stern (Simon & 
Schuster). 

Every style of trade book design 
found a place among the 25 books 
that the jury approved without quali- 
fication and the 16 others which they 
recommended for special details such 
as binding, typography, or title page. 
As bookshops throughout the country 
can easily get up their own display of 
the books in the show, most of which 
are readily available, this year’s ex- 
hibit should have a definite influence 
in making the general reader more at- 
tentive to book design and book man- 
ufacturing problems. 

The books were on display from 
May 8 to 18. Grouped according to 
style or color harmony, they occupied 
9 glass-topped cases, in which one copy 
of each was displayed closed and one 
open to text or title page or endsheet. 
The bindings embodied an enlight- 
ening variety of odd and new fabrics, 
unconventional designs, clean-cut 
stampings, and modern color schemes. 

In contrast to such moderns as 
“Portraits and Prayers,” with its 
cloth printed with the author’s por- 
trait, and the Proust set in its bril- 
liant gold stamping of horizontal 
lines, were “Seven Gothic Tales,” in 
a binding design based on the old 
half-bound style, and “Canterbury 
Tales,” with its simple and open let- 
tering. On the wall, black placards 
bore 4 or 5 typical pages from each of 
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the 25 best books, prominently setting 
off plain and illustrated treatments. 


‘Tae show opened the evening of 
May 7 with a dinner marking the last 
Book Clinic meeting of the season, to 
which it provided an unusually suc- 
cessful climax. Over 100 guests 
were present, including representa- 
tives of publishers, graphic arts firms, 
and supply houses. Speakers of the 
evening were Clifton Fadiman, lit- 
erary critic of the New Yorker and 
until recently editor of Simon & 
Schuster, and Joseph Blumenthal of 
the Spiral Press, well known typog- 
rapher and book designer. 

Mr. Fadiman, who spoke on “How 
Books in Their Outer Aspect Appear 
to the Reviewer,” mentioned that a 
reviewer will often be influenced by 
the attractive appearance of a book to 
select it from others for reviewing. 
“A sloppy jacket and bad binding,” 
he warned, “create the impression that 
the book has been hastily put through 
the press and that perhaps the inside 
of the book is likely to be the same.” 

He made some constructive sug- 
gestions on how to stimulate the in- 
terest of reviewers and editors in the 
book’s appearance. Pressure should 
be brought to bear on reviewers in 
this connection, he said, and editors 
of literary periodicals should be asked 
to have their reviewers call attention 
in their reviews to the way a book 
looks, and to reproduce bindings and 
jackets to illustrate reviews. 


M.. Blumenthal’s remarks on 
bookmaking were particularly prac- 
tical. Pointing out the danger of 
publishing executives’ mixing in with 
their manufacturing men, he asserted 
that the design of a book should be 
the work of one man. And this de- 
signer’s main duty is to bear the 
author in mind, exercise restraint, and 
use types which he thoroughly under- 
stands. Every manufacturing man, 
moreover, should be so familiar with 
all the graphic arts processes that he 


will not be “at the mercy” of the 
photo-engraver or other shop men. 

There should be a certain tactile 
quality in books, Mr. Blumenthal! 
urged, with atmospheres as individual 
as those of the streets in different 
cities. He decried the lack of a cer 
tain singleness of purpose, and a tend- 
ency to “jazz up the book.” An in- 
vitation was extended to those present 
to view the work of his New School 
classes in hand composition and press- 
work. 

The 1935 Book Jacket show 
opened the same evening in an ad- 
jacent room. The 18 best and 16 
qualified jackets ranged from riots of 
color to quiet backgrounds for letter- 
ing, presenting graphically the di- 
vergent trends of modern jacket de- 
sign. Ernst Reichl was chairman of 
the Book Jacket Committee. 

On the Trade Book Show Com- 
mittee were Sidney R. Jacobs, chair- 
man; Milton Glick, Grace W. Allen, 
Margaret G. Cuff, and George W. 
Stewart. The paste-up displays were 
furnished by H. Wolff. 

The manufacturers were represent- 
ed among the 25 best trade books as 
follows:

Early American Hand Bindings 


Repay Present-Day Study 


Lom Bennett Book Studios, be- 
sides being extra binders, are dealers 
in early American first editions. 
This side of our activities naturally 
brings many old American bindings 
to our attention. Constantly han- 
dling such books, we soon come to 
recognize the bindings and to realize 
that they had an individuality all 
their own. This is a fact that many 
otherwise well-informed book men 
know theoretically, perhaps, but never 
fully appreciate. 

During the course of a year we 
come across many volumes of Cooper 
or Bryant rebound in the conven- 
tional Victorian style in which all 
books until very recently seemed fated 
to be placed, regardless of subject 
matter, date, or nationality. The five 
raised bands, the spine tooling of 
panel, center and corners, and the 
framed and corner tooled sides al- 
Ways ainused us on such books. If 
we got an order to rebind at our dis- 
cretion, we always tried to strike a 
more American note. 

The depression stimuated our in- 
genuity, and we went after the bind- 
ing jobs on valuable early American 
first editions that institutions occa- 
sionally have to offer. We made a 
sincere effort and I think we have 
succeeded in understanding the style

of Ratcliff and other native Ameri- 
can binders. It strikes us that edition 
binders might get an idea here and 
there by studying these early Ameri- 
can bindings. They are quaint, yet 
dignified, and absolutely distinctive. 

This distinctive period extends 
from about 1690 to about 1860. 
After 1860 the English influence 
overwhelmed the country. The earli- 
est bindings were, of course, the sim- 
plest in style. The tooling usually 
consisted of the lettering, with five 
pairs of plain gold lines where the 
five raised bands are now found on 
a book. By about 1790 one finds 
fairly elaborate books, and from then 
on, except for minor changes, the 
style was fairly stationary. 

The leathers used were either sheep 
or calf, sheep being by far the more 
commonly used. Other leathers were 
rarely employed. 


R arsep bands were not used 
until about 1850. The spine of a 
typical, fairly elaborate book had 
groups of fillets and elaborate rolls in 
place of raised bands, with larger 
groups of rolls and fillets at the head 


and tail. One large center tool took 
up the spaces between the line bands. 
Sometimes there was a roll up either 
side of the spine touching the band 
lines and forming crude panels. 

If the covers were finished at all, 
it was usually by means of a single 
frame of a large roll enclosing an- 
other rolled frame of much smaller 
dimensions. Occasionally the corn- 
ers of the inner and outer frames 
were joined by tooling, reminding 
one faintly of Grolier. Often the 
finish was done partly in gold and 
partly in blind. 

The distinctiveness of these bind- 
ings lies in the design of the tools 
themselves as well as in their arrange- 
ment. The typical center tool was 
large and heavy. It had a fairly solid 
center, rounded or oval in form, out 
of which came loops or curved lines. 
These tools gave a book the general 
effect of ovals, circles and rounded 
squares, rather than that of squares, 
points or intertwining lines. The 
rolls were heavy and thick, and even 
the plain straight fillets were not 
fine. The word “fine,” in fact, could 
never find place in any description of

Binders and Rulers Get Fair Value Guide 


And Uniform Sales Contract 


PusuicaTion of a Cost De- 
termination Schedule, release of the 
Uniform Sales Contract, and comple- 
tion of the Regional Code Authority 
for New York City made the month 
of May a most important one for the 
Trade Binding and Paper Ruling In- 
dustry. 

The Price Determination Schedule, 
or Guide of Fair Value, as mentioned 
in the last number of BoOKBINDING 
MAGAZINE, is a revision of an earlier 
draft, and will embody several elab- 
orations of some of the sections. 


The Uniform Sales Contract for 
the Trade Binding and Paper Ruling 
Industry is printed in full on page 28 
of this issue. It has been approved 
by the National Code Authority and 
the Graphic Arts Coérdinating Com- 
mittee. 


Among other important provisions 
are those affecting customers’ credit: 
Terms are “net 20 days, e. o. m.,” be- 
yond which time the account is con- 
sidered in arrears. Should 30 days 
more elapse without payment, the de- 
linquent is put on ac. o. d. basis with 


all members of the industry. The 
Divisional Code Director’s staff is 
preparing a series of suggested forms 
to assist in the working out of this 
provision. 

As for the National and other Re- 
gional Code Authorities for the Trade 
Binding and Paper Ruling Industry, 
developments of interest also took 
place last month. No _ objections 
were received up to the last possible 
filing date (May 12) with regard to 
proposed national, Chicago, Boston, 
and Cincinnati budgets, all of which 
will probably be approved this month. 

The proposed national budget for 
March 2-June 16, 1935, is $4,326.- 
93, and for June 17, 1935, to March 
1, 1936, is $10,673.07. Basis of con- 
tribution is 50 cents per $100 of the 
mechanical payroll for 1934. Addi- 
tional contributions for regional 
budgets expected to be approved at 
the same time are at the following 
rate per $100 of the 1934 mechanical 
payroll: Chicago, 60 cents; Boston, 
$1.50; Cincinnati, $1.20. In all 
cases the contributions are apportioned 
to the various budgetary periods. 





115th Anniversary Observed 
By Hastings & Co., Phila. 


Rounding out its 115th birthday this 
year an impressive mark in venerability 
has been attained by Hastings & Co., 
Philadelphia and Chicago, which, with 
the W. H. Kemp Co., N.Y.C., serves as 
sole agents in the U. S. for The Dia- 
mond Decorative Leaf Co., manufactur- 
ers of Diamond Decorative Leaf. (“Dia- 
mond Dec” observed its own 25th anni- 
versary last October.) 

The Hastings concern was founded in 
1820 by Dr. John Hastings, and during 
the long span of its successful existence 
the Hastings family has remained in 
control. Only twice since the year of its 
establishment has the company moved. 
The business started at 148 North 5th 
St., Philadelphia; moved in 1869 to 7th 
and Cherry Sts., and in 1883 to 817-19-21 
Filbert St., which building was enlarged 
in 1888 to its present size. The business 
is now conducted by John V. Hastings, 
Jr., and G. Brinton Thomas, Jr., part- 
ners. Mr. Hastings edits the company’s 
interesting little house organ, “Hastings 
XX-tra,” which is sent to the bookbind- 
ing trade and other customers of the 
company. 

The latest development introduced by 
Hastings & Co. and the W. H. Kemp 
Co., as “Diamond Dec” selling agents, 
was palladium leaf, which was an- 
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nounced to the trade a few months ago. 
A new white-metal leaf, sharing the ad- 
vantages of gold and platinum, it is re- 
garded as an important addition to the 
materials available for book stamping 
and similar work. 


Hans Ullstein 


Hans Ullstein, noted German book 
and newspaper publisher, former senior 
head of the Ullstein publishing house, 
died May 15 in Berlin. He was the eld- 
est of the five sons of Leopold Ullstein, 
who founded the firm in 1877. It was 
largely through his efforts that the Ull- 
stein company became world-famous as 
a book publishing organization. 

The Ullstein books won wide popular- 
ity throughout Central Europe for their 
attractiveness and reasonable price. One 
series, which included the popular works 
of many American authors, sold before 
the war for as low as 25c a volume. 
Particular attention was paid to paper 
and binding. The Ulistein printing 
plant at Tempelhof, near Berlin, has been 
said to represent the last word in print- 
ing and bookmaking technique. 


Trade Schedule for Denver 


In conjunction with the Employing 
Printers of Denver, the Denver Trade 
Rulers and Binders have put into effect 
a schedule of uniform trade customs. 


Lasting Stabilization Predicted 
In Code Director’s Talk 


The unusually large number of 48 per- 
sons attended the May 7 meeting of the 
N. Y. Employing Bookbinders Associa- 
tion, held at the Hotel Astor. Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, Kingsport, and other 
cities were represented at the record 
gathering. National Code Director J. 
Raymond Tiffany addressed the assem- 
blage on topics relating to solidifying 
the industry and to the present status of 
the NRA and other code matters. Sim- 
ilar meetings were held in Chicago and 
Boston early in the month. 

Whether or not the NRA continues in 
force, the constructive forces that have 
been brought to fruition would have a 
lasting effect, according to Judge Tif- 
fany. “We are perfecting arrange- 
ments,” the Code Director informed 
BoOKBINDING MAGAZINE, “whereby the 
best part of the code under which we 
have jurisdiction will be embodied in a 
permanent relationship between all com 
panies, so as to solidify the industry and 
stabilize marketing practices independ- 
ently of the existence of the NRA. As 
far as most recent developments are con- 
cerned, a basis has now been. reached on 
which code compliance may be effective- 
ly secured.” 


Increase in Titles Shown 
For First Third of Year 


An optimistic index to the present eco- 
nomic status of the publishing and book 
manufacturing industries is afforded by 
the latest available figures on the 2,868 
titles so far issued this year, which show 
an increase of 377 for the first four 
months over the same period in 1934. 
April, 1935, was particularly outstand- 
ing, 77 more new titles and 56 more 
new editions having been, published than 
in the same month last year, according 
to Publishers’ Weekly. 

The 1935 statistics reveal fiction head- 
ing the list of increases, with religion 
and theology next, followed by poetry 
and drama, juveniles, sociology and 
economics. 


Code Violations Adjusted 
Satisfactorily by Guild 


A satisfactory settlement of prac- 
tically all complaints of violation of 
labor provisions by members of the Bos- 
ton Trade Binders and Paper Rulers 
Code is reported by Walter R. Guild, 
Regional Administrative Director. It i 
stated that only one firm has been de- 
prived of its Blue Eagle. For the first 
year, $3,726 out of the total assessments 
of $5,615 have been paid.

for the Trade Binding and Paper Ruling Industry

Paper Ruling Industry, to Govern All Transactions in Trade Binding and 


Paper Ruling, Under Section 27 


a following is the full text of 
the Uniform Sales Contract issued by 
the National Code Authority of the 
Trade Binding and Paper Ruling In- 
dustry, 25 West 43rd Street, New 
York, N. Y.: 


On and after June 1, 1935, no trade 
binder or paper ruler shall sell or offer 
to sell, any product or service included 
within the trade binding and paper rul- 
ing industry upon terms and conditions 
more favorable to the customer than 
those contained in the following uni- 
form sales contract form: 

TERMS: 


The terms of credit extended to cus- 
tomers shall be “Net 20 days E.O.M.” 
There shall be no discount allowed for 
an earlier payment. If payment is not 
made within 20 days E. O. M., the ac- 
count shall be considered in arrears, and 
the Regional Code Authority shall ad- 
vise the customer of this status and if 
at the expiration of 30 more days the 
account still remains unpaid, he will be 
required to pay cash until account is 
cleared. 

BILLING: 

All services and materials are to be 
billed to the customer on the delivery 
date of order, or on the date when order 
is ready for delivery. All services and 
materials on completed units of any or- 
der shall be billed on the last working 
day of each month. Under special cir- 
cumstances any establishment may ac- 
cept orders on a deferred billing basis, 
provided sanction for same is given by 
the Regional Code Authority. 

PICKUP: 


Carrying charges for all materials fur- 
nished the trade binder and/or paper 
ruler, such as printed sheets, unprinted 
paper, jackets, dies, plates, etc., shall be 
prepaid by the customer or his agents, 
otherwise the trade binder and/or paper 
ruler shall make a charge for pickup. 
RECEIPT OF MATERIAL: 


All printed sheets must be properly 
jogged up, and imposed for trade bind- 
ers’ and/or paper rulers’ equipment. All 
paper must be delivered flat to the paper 
ruler: otherwise same will not be ac- 
cepted. 

Casks, WRAPPERS, EtCc.: 


All receptacles, such as wooden cases,

wrappers, or packing materials, which 
contained merchandise delivered to the 
trade binder and/or paper ruler by the 
customer or his authorized agents, be- 
come the property of the trade binder 
or ruler, unless a separate or distinct 
agreement is made for the return of any 
receptacles. 

Count: 

The trade binder and/or paper ruler 
makes no hand count on receipt of 
sheets or other material. Should a hand 
count be required, an additional charge 
for this special service will be made. 
ACCEPTANCE OF QUOTATIONS: 


All quotations and agreements must be 
confirmed in writing and are subject to 
acceptance by the customer within 10 
days. Trade binders and/or paper rul- 
ers may cancel any and all orders with- 
out liability within 5 days after ac- 
ceptance by the customer, if credit of the 
customer is found not satisfactory. 
IMPERFECT Goons : 


Except for acts of his negligence or 
the negligence of his agents or employ- 
ees the trade binder and/or paper ruler 
shall not be responsible or liable in 
any way for defects in paper or print- 
ing which appear on the inside of fold- 
ed signatures, or for offset due to im- 
proper drying of ink. Whenever de- 
fects in the paper or printing shall actu- 
ally come to the attention of the trade 
binder or paper ruler, he shall give 
notice thereof to the customer before 
folding. 

DELAYS: 


The trade binder and/or paper ruler 
is not responsible for any delay caused 
by accident, fire, water, strikes, or any 
other cause not herein enumerated, be- 
yond his control. 

Spit ORDERS: 


When customer’s requirements neces- 
sitate splitting the original quantity or- 
dered, each lot separately delivered will 
be billed as an individual order. 
STORAGE : 

All sheets or bound stock in the cus- 
tody of the trade binder and/or paper 
ruler for six months from date of re- 
ceipt shall be subject to a reasonable 
charge for their storage. 

DELIVERY : 


The delivery to customer’s door, floor, 
receiving room or common carrier shall

constitute the delivery of 
goods. 
QUANTITIES : 


Any and all quotations cover only the 
quantity specified in the quotation. 
Should, however, the customer, in the 
initial order, call for a part or lot les:

er and/or paper ruler on such lot will 
revise his charge accordingly. 

PAPER RULER’s SPECIAL CHARGES: 


The minimum charge for any ruled 
job shall not be less than the paper rul- 
er’s charge for one hour. 

Machine ruled or hand ruled proofs 
are to be charged for at regular setting 
up rates. 

Only 5 per cent for overs is allowed 
on any job up to 2500 sheets, 2 per cent 
for overs allowed on any job over 2500 
sheets. All in excess of these percent- 
ages shall be charged for at regular 
rates for running. 

If not included in quotation, a charge 
for cutting shall be made after a job is 
ruled.

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A Dolphin’s-Eye View of 


Bookmaking on Three Continents 


Tt 3 

F THE individual designing the 
physical structure of a book could 
ignore all responsibilities other than 
the making of a beautiful volume, his 
task would be much simplified. .. . 
But the job of the bookmaker starts 
with substance; it is substance al- 
ready created and which is to be put 
into a form available to many others.” 

Thus writes Elmer Adler in the 
long delayed second number of The 
Dolphin, A Journal of the Making 
of Books, which is now upon us. The 
result justifies the delay, for The 
Dolphin has no peer in its field. 
Best of all, it is an outstanding ex- 
ample of those principles of good 
bookmaking which its 350 handsome 
pages seek to inculcate. Could every 
bookmaker absorb the material con- 
tained between the covers of the new 
Dolphin, he would have little trouble 
in giving tasteful form to the sub- 
stance mentioned by Mr. Adler. 

The text of the present issue is 
divided into three general sections, 
the first of which covers, in the fash- 
ion of encyclopedic essays, the ele- 
ments of the physical book. Thus 
three articles deal with type—Paul 
Bennett writes “On Recognizing 
the Type Faces,” Beatrice Warde on 


* Make-Up and Planning of Books, from Type Faces to 
Binding Styles, Discussed by Well-Known Authori- 
ties in Volume Two of The Dolphin, Just Published 


“Cutting Type for the Machines,” 
and Joseph Blumenthal on “The Fit- 
ting of Type’;—three more delve 
into the illustration of books, includ- 
ing a pointed discussion by Robert 
Josephy of “The Planning of the II- 
lustrated Book’’; and the remaining 
three describe the manufacture of 
paper, types of binding, and the steps 
in the making of a specific volume. 
Each article supplements the rest in 
such a way as to produce a strongly 
integrated whole, covering in a fas- 
cinating manner the broad field of 
book manufacture. 

In the second section are miscel- 
laneous essays on printing and design, 
notably reproductions in color of the 
work of W. A. Dwiggins and an 
appreciation by Philip Hofer. 


Dyvision three consists of a 
series of articles forming “A Survey 
of Contemporary Bookmaking’’ in 
the U. S. and abroad. This section 
is the only one to suffer at all by the 
delayed publication, since its contrib-

utors touch the high spots of 1933. 
There is a fine showing of British 
and American book pages, the essay 
by Carl Purington Rollins paying 
tribute to a number of our bookmak- 
ing establishments, including the 
Cuneo Company, Lakeside Press, 
Walpole Printing Office, Merry- 
mount Press, and Grabhorn Press. 
He gives high praise also to such in- 
dividuals as Mr. Dwiggins, D. B. 
Updike, William Kittredge, Bruce 
Rogers, Milton Glick, Joseph Blum- 
enthal, and the late Leo Hart. 

While the American survey is the 
most helpful as far as our domestic 
designers are concerned, the provoca- 
tive Japanese essay may likely prove 
the most stimulating in its presenta- 
tion of an Asiatic land’s adaptation 
of an occidental craft. One of the 
bindings described, The Ozan Beisui 
(Travel Sketches), is “a combination 
of Japanese silk cloth and of western 
cloth, the two parts being harmoni- 
ously arranged.” As the writer, Y. 
Nakatsuchi, points out, this book, 
dated 1900, marked the first attempt 
to combine the two styles, changing 
bookmaking history in Japan, and it 
started the importation of western 
cloth and art paper in quantities. The 
accompanying photos reveal an ar- 
tistic mastery of the cloth-bound 
book. 


‘Tt 3 

a ie Kinds of Binding,” by 
Edith Diehl, is more than a mere 
layman’s treatise on the making of 
“casings” and “bindings”—though it 
is that, too. Her criticisms and sug- 
gestions repay the examination of 
those already familiar with the proc- 
esses described. ‘“The printer or pub- 
lisher,’ she writes, for example, 
“must share the blame for many im- 
perfect bindings. . . . In designing 
books, either through ignorance or in- 
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difference, little or no consideration is 
given to the matter of binding until 
the books are off the press. In con- 
sequence, the binder is handicapped 
because of the faulty format. . . 
The planning of a book, including 
the specifications for binding, should 
be finished in detail before the book 
is printed.” 

Nearly fifty type faces are illus- 
trated and examined in Mr. Ben- 
nett’s article, “On Recognizing the 
Type Faces.” The painstaking task 
required in minute descriptions of 
variations from one type to another 
is so carefully executed that this num- 
ber of The Dolphin becomes an ac- 


tual necessity for all who pay any 
attention to type faces and who are 
interested in their origins and uses. 
The author briefly summarizes the 
history of types and the five classes 
into which they now fall: Venetian, 
Old Style, Transitional, Modern, 
and Contemporary. Drawings, here 
as throughout the book, are sufh- 
ciently clear and attractive to simplify 
even the most technical points. 
The Dolphin has many other in- 
teresting features, but room remains 
only for an account of its physical 
aspect. A large book, measuring 
834” x 12%”, it is set in 12-point 
Bell, two columns to the page. The 


letterpress was done at The Printing. 
House of the Yale University Press, 
New Haven; and the profuse gra 
vure illustrations are the work of 
The Photogravure and Color Co, 
N. Y. George McKibbin & Son, 
Brooklyn, did an excellent job of the 
binding, in a cover of black pyroxy- 
lin fabric stamped on the back in gold 
and silver with a design by Mr, 
Dwiggins. The edition was limited 
to 2000, of which a small quantity 
of unsubscribed copies are still avail- 
able. (Readers may obtain them 
through BookBINDING MaAGazing, 
50 Union Sq., N. Y. C., at $10 a 
copy. ) 
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“Bookbinding for Schools” Is 
Issued in New Edition 


“Bookbinding for Schools,” by J. S. 
Hewitt-Bates, has just been published in 
a completely revised edition by The 
Dryad Press, St. Nicholas St., Leicester, 
England. It is a flat 8vo of 125 pages, 
and priced at 6s. (about $1.50). De- 
signed “for teachers and students in 
elementary and secondary schools and 
training colleges,” the book presents 
simply and practically the processes of 
binding from loose-leaf albums to de 
luxe leather bindings. 

The volume, itself an excellent speci- 
men of illustration, typography, and 
edition binding, commences with a com- 
pact history of bookbinding and a 
description of the equipment and mate- 
rials used by the craftsman. Clear 
directions are set forth for every step 
of the processes involved, which include, 
besides the actual binding, all styles of 
edge decoration, finishing, methods of 
marbling, and making of end and cover 
papers. 

The halftone plates provide inspiring 
examples of fine bindings of the past 
and present. Explanatory line cuts— 
and there are over 100 of them—are 
exceptionally helpful. An _ interesting 
feature is the list of permanent and 
consumable equipment required for a 
class of 20 students. 


“Elements of Bookmaking”’ 
Issued by Linweave Ass’n 


The Linweave Association, 21 Cy- 
press St., Springfield, Mass., has issued 
“The Elements of Bookmaking,” an 
attractive book, 6%”x9%4”, which 
serves a dual purpose in featuring Lin- 
weave Rag Book, a new addition to 
the Linweave line, at the same time 
forming a compendium of the funda- 
mentals of book layout. Specimen 
pages demonstrate the adaptability of 
the paper, available in white and ivory, 
wove and laid, for book printing. 

The reader is shown the purpose of 
all front-matter pages, such as con- 
secutive arrangement of the short 
title, frontispiece, title page, copy- 
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right, dedication, etc. The proper 
order for the pages following the text 
is also set forth in the same non-tech- 
nical way. Line showings of types, old 
style and modern, also decorative 
types, with ornaments to match; ex- 
amples of correct proof readers’ 
marks, and a glossary of bookmaking 
terms comprise other text pages. 

The cover design has been taken 
from a binding made under the direc- 
tion of Demetrio Canevari, physician 
to Pope Urban VIII. 

The Linweave Association was 
formed some 20 years ago as a group 
of merchants to distribute Linweave 
quality papers on a national basis.

see Tom Davin, formerly associate 
editor of Cosmopolitan Magazine 
and now manager of publications for 
this famous museum,

Tom, we picked up another book- 
binding story, with all the elements 
of a “Bring ’em Back Alive” thriller. 
Davin first showed us a trio of

UNG, the Long Island extra binder, 
had bound for him in cobra hide. We 
carefully inspected the tomes, hoping 
the fangs had been extracted, but 
Davin told us not to worry. 

Davin also told us that any book- 
binder who wants to dabble in snake- 
ology can pick up some swell skin 
bargains down in the West Indies. 
Last winter he himself was cruising 
around the Caribbean. One night at 
Porto Bello, Colombia, men, women, 
and boys came out to the steamer 
hawking gewgaws. One fellow had 
a live cobra as a sample and several 
cobra skins. Davin bargained him 
down to a peso (75c) apiece for two 
of the skins. They were so big that 
a single skin provided enough cover- 
ing for six bindings (spine and ex- 
tension), with some left over. The 
intrepid youngster had _ evidently 
skinned his snake, scraped the scaly 
skins, and pegged them out to dry. 

“Any interested binder could 
easily pick up such skins in quantity 
down there for about 50c each,” 
Davin said. And note how nicely 
the markings of the grain are adapted 
to the book. A hint to publishers: 
Bind up your latest murder mystery 
in cobra skin if you want to give the 
reader that extra shudder. 


* Piscatorial 


Pretry soon we may be binding 
up a Cape Cod novel in cod skin, a 
tale of Sardinia in sardine skins, and 
other appropriate piscatorial book cov- 


erings. While everyone knows that 
the use of sharkskin is by no means 
uncommon in bookbinding, we are in- 
debted to Papyrus for enlightening us 
on the possibility of fish skins as a 
bookbinding material. 
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According to our French contem- 
porary, a German bookbinder, Mar- 
TINI, after considerable experiment- 
ing, has succeeded in transforming the 
skin of the larger type of fishes into 
workable parchment and leather. 
Martini is said to have conceived the 
idea in 1916 while with his regiment 
in Solos-sur-Sambre; at that time 
fish formed an important part of the 
soldier’s diet. He saw a pile of fish 
skins in the regiment kitchen, ready 
to be thrown away. He picked some 
of them up, washed them carefully, 
let them dry, and the first fish parch- 
ment was ready for use. Martini 
continued his researches and succeed- 
ed in producing a number of beau- 
tiful bindings. 

Although many objects can be made 
with fish skin, such as shoes, hand- 
bags, etc., Papyrus says the skins lend 
themselves particularly to bookbind- 
ings, thanks to their suppleness, fine 
patterns, colors, and inexhaustible va- 
riety. Thus the skin of eels, with its 
gradual shading from a beautiful dark 
brown to a clear tone, furnishes a 
magnificent binding. Moreover, the 
thinness and transparency of certain 
fish skins, lined with plain or fancy 


paper, makes many fine effects pos- 
sible. Buchbinder Martini seems to 
have started something. 


* Bali-hoo 


In our kid days we remember how 
the women wore accordion-pleated 
skirts, but somehow we never heard 
of an accordion-pleated book. Some- 
thing along this line has now come 
out of Bali, that lush tropical isle set 
down in azure South Seas where even 
bookbinders work only one hour a 
day, taking 40 minutes out for lunch. 

Swiping the emerald eye out of an 
idol’s forehead is pretty tame stuff 
compared with getting a native book 
out of Bali, our informant tells us. 
It appears you have to string the 
guards along in the same way the 
Bali bookbinder strings signatures, as 
you'll notice in the accompanying pho- 
tograph, shown by courtesy of The 
American Printer. The “book” was 
picked up in Bali by a traveler who 
obtained it from a Chinese inter- 
preter, who in turn had to work devil 
magic on a priest to make the latter 
part with it. 

The “pages” are sections of palm

We understand a leading Bali pub- 
lisher turned down “Anthony Ad- 
verse” because his book manufacturer 
told him there weren’t enough palm 
trees on the island even for a first edi- 
tion.

RR ewemore when the phrase, 
“Let George do it,” was popular? 
Well, so far as The N. Y. Book- 
binders’ Guild is concerned, the mem- 
bers are quite willing to “Let Jimmy 
do it.” And he’s just as willing to 
shoulder the job. 

James J. Hayes, who is con- 
nected with Epwarp Rock, the big 
N. Y. remainder man who buys 
books, sheets, and even pillow-cases 
(provided they can be bound up), is 
Chairman of the Entertainment Com- 
mittee of the Guild. He’s entitled 
to the capitals in his title because 
upon him devolves the job of obtain- 
ing speakers for their meetings and 
arranging those memorable outings 
which go to make N. Y. Guild his- 
tory each year. It’s not so easy as 
it looks, yet “Jimmy” manages to 
make everybody happy. This is his 
second year as chairman and it per- 
haps won’t be the last. He’s indis- 
pensable, that’s what he is. 

“Jimmy” is a walking encyclopedia 
on bookmaking and publishing. A 
native New Yorker, he started as a 
boy as a stamper with Walcutt 
Bros., in N. Y., where he became 
head stamper. Then his record reads 
something like this: head stamper 
with the DeVinne Press; World 
War service with the army when the 
bugles began to blow; then bindery 
superintendent for P. F. Collier 
when they had their own plant in 
N. Y. (his bindery family there av- 
eraged between 300 and 400 people) ; 
next with the du Pont people as 
technical bindery advisor and later 
with the sales promotion and devel- 
opment department under Lou Urt- 
LEY; finally with Edward Rock for 
the last four years. 

He’s just about so-high and, as 
you can see by the snaphot, wears 
hats at a rakish angle and smokes ci- 
garettes. He'll talk shop all night,

especially stamping matters. He even 
—but, as Kipling says, we'll save that 
for another time. 


* Coverology 
A. D. 1935 certainly seems to be 


a banner anniversary year in the 
bookbinding industry, and The 
Federbush Co., Inc., N. Y. C., which 
observes its 15th birthday on the dot 
of June 1 this year, is entitled to a 
prominent spot in the procession. 

It was exactly a decade and a half 
ago that the late PHiLip FEDER- 
BUSH, who had been well known in 
the N. Y. pamphlet binding field for 
years, decided to enter a new book- 
binding field. For some time he had 
been gaging the possibilities of servic- 
ing the American business and indus- 
trial worlds by the establishment of a 
loose-leaf plant which would cater 
exclusively to those fields. 

Within a comparatively brief span 
The Federbush Co. has built up a 
national reputation as makers of loose 
leaf binders and catalog covers of 
every conceivable kind, besides featur- 
ing superfinish work on other types of 
loose-leaf sales media and advertising. 
Unsolicited orders have come from 
Europe, South America, and other 
foreign climes, although the company 
prefers to stick closer to its native 
sales heath, the 48 states of the 
Union,—a pretty big territory in it- 
self. The result is that today The 
Federbush Co. has close contacts with 
many leading American corporations 
and its advice is sought even when a 


catalog job requiring expert cover- 
ology is only in the chrysalis stage. 

In 15 years The Federbush Co. has 
been located at four different ad- 
dresses, first at 37 Walker St., then 
88 Park Place, next 160 Varick St., 
and finally 91 Seventh Ave., to which 
the firm moved late in 1932. Each 
removal was dictated by the need for 
expansion. The present spacious 
quarters, on two floors, total 14,000 
square feet; 75 people are employed 
in the bindery. 

CHARLES FEDERBUSH is president, 
J. D. FeperBusH treasurer and in 
charge of sales, and Irnvinc FEDER- 
BUSH secretary. All are sons of the 
late founder of the company, who 
started the ball rolling, and they have 
kept it spinning ever since. Another 
well-known executive of The Feder- 
bush Co. is GARFIELD Harton, vice- 
president, who has been with the 
company for 8 years. 


* A Living Craft 


In a recent issue our British con- 
temporary, which frequently points 
out how many British trade books do 
not get the attention they deserve 
from publishers, so far as attractive 
covers are concerned, tells about the 
high ideals which continue to animate 
the instruction given in bookbinding 
classes at the L.C.C. Central School 
of Arts and Crafts in London. 

This school is training students in 
such modifications of the best tradi- 
tional methods of hand binding as 
will meet present-day needs and 
tastes, the paper says, and the British 
bookbinding industry is benefitting, 
or will benefit, accordingly. It adds 
that it is in such instruction that the 
hope lies for future advancement of 
the binder’s art. 

Bookbinding in Great Britain, our 
friends say, is still a living and de- 
veloping craft; the school aims at in- 
creasing its vitality. More of such 
spirit in this country would be a fur- 
ther aid in releasing us from the 
shackles of traditional, imitative, and 
unoriginal craftsmanship.

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Midwestern Library Binders Hail 


Success of Industry's Program 


ta previous high record of the 
Midwestern Group of library binders 
for meetings of enthusiasm and action 
was outdone at the meeting held in 
St. Louis, Mo., on May 4. About 
thirty-five attended the two sessions. 
Miss Mary E. Ensign, of the St. 
Louis Public Library, participated in 
the discussions. 

The highlights of the meeting 
were: Unanimous approval of the 
“carry on” plan whereby the or- 
ganized activities of the industry 
would be carried on regardless of the 
future of NRA; unanimous approval 
of the plan to provide a special fund 
for the industry’s program of educa- 
tion on “sound binding and sound 
business,” and favorable consideration 
of the first draft of the proposed 
“Certification Plan” for library bind- 
ers. 

Three sessions of the Advisory 
Committee for Library Binding were 
held during the day, Messrs. Allen, 
Aranoff, Ernest Hertzberg, Lawrence 
Hertzberg, Schnabel, Sibert, Stoss- 
kopf, and Zinner being present; W. 
R. Valters and C. J. Wagenvoord 
participated without vote, as repre- 
sentatives of their firms. 

At the general meeting, Chairman 
Edwin D. Allen presented the de- 
cisions of the Advisory Committee for 
discussion and adoption, including the 
following: 


1. While the development of truck 
service has proved useful in some ter- 
ritories, the rapid multiplication of 
trucks and their haphazard operation are 
tending to result in unsound conditions. 
The Committee found that some routes 
were being discontinued when found un- 
profitable, and urged that every binder 
using such service should carefully 
study his operating costs and methods 
with a view to desirable limitation. 

2. “Throwing in” library imprints or 
call numbers free is contrary to the 
Guide of Fair Value. 

3. Any method of oversewing, either 
machine or hand, is permitted under the 
Specifications for a Class A binding and 
the Guide of Fair Value. 

4. Attempts to “tie up” libraries on 
long term contracts by special and ex- 
traneous inducements are detrimental be- 
cause they tend to restrict competition, 
contrary to the policy of the industry. 

5. Coming of brokers into the indus- 
try was felt to be very undesirable and 
binders are warned against doing any 
sewing or other work for them. The 
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Committee believes that librarians should 
not take the risk in giving work to per- 
sons who have no facilities for doing it 
and no responsibility. 


Pressman Barr, Divisional Code Di- 
rector for Library Binding, reported on, 
the effectiveness of the industry’s pro- 
gram as it has actually worked out dur- 
ing the past few months. Information 
received by him from all parts of the 
country proved that while unfair compe- 
tition has measurably decreased, compe- 
tition in general has tended to increase, 
since it is now on a fairer basis and 
everybody, large or small, has an equal 
chance. The majority of librarians wel- 
come the industry’s program of fair 
dealing and customer cooperation, Mr. 
Barr said, judging from his corre- 
spondence and conversations with li- 
brarians. He outlined the various pos- 
sibilities as to the future of NRA and 
how in. each case, the interests of the 
library binders would be protected. 
Since the program of the industry is 
based on customer cooperation, all 
agreed that the form of NRA develop- 
ment could not affect it. 

The meeting voted unanimously for a 
special fund to start at once the work 
of explaining the industry’s program to 
its customers—this fund, of course, to 
be apart from the code administration 
expenditures, 

Ernest Hertzberg explained in detail 
the present status of the “Certification 
Plan” as developed by Earl W. Brown- 
ing (Peoria Public Library) and him- 
self for the Joint Committee of the 
A.L.A. and the Library Binding Divi- 


sion. 


New England Library Binders 
Take Strong Stand 


Tue first meeting of the New Eng- 
land members of the Eastern Group of 
library binders was held in Boston on 
May 16, with a representative attendance 
of large and small binderies. Unani- 
mous and emphatic action was taken by 
the meeting on a number of questions 
of current importance. The members 
voted that the cooperative program of 
the industry must be carried on regard- 
less of the future of NRA and that, if 
necessary, it should be done through a 
separate organization of library binders. 
The special fund for the campaign on 
behalf of “sound binding and sound 
business” was approved and pledges re- 
ceived from all library binding mem- 
bers present. 

Brokerage in library binding was con- 
demned as being a useless burden on the 
industry and as a source of difficulty to 
librarians, who had no way of assuring 
themselves of receiving good work and 


responsible service from a broker who 
had no shop. It was agreed that it 
would be very unwise for binders to 
help brokers build up business taken 
away from the binders by doing work 
for the brokers. 

The possible misuse of government 
funds by having regular library binding 
work done by relief workers was op- 
posed, and Divisional Code Director Pel- 
ham Bair was authorized to take such 
steps in Washington as he might find 
necessary.

opportunities of small binders in dec- 
orated covers. 

Joseph S. Wesby (J. S. Wesby &

the National Code Authority of the 
Trade Binding & Paper Ruling Industry, 
whose firm is also interested in library 
binding, expressed his approval of the 
library binders’ program and pledged his 
support.

A memorial on the late president’s 
career was presented to his widow by 
the Boston Typothetae, with which he 
had been actively connected. 


Present Roosevelt with 
5 Millionth Scout Book 


Presentation of an unusual book was 
made the other day to President Roose- 
velt,—a book which has reached such 
dizzy production heights as to merit 
its inclusion among the Mt. Everests of 
best sellers of all time. 

The book, “The Boy Scout Hand- 
book,” now in the White House library, 
was the 5 millionth copy of this well 
known compendium of Scoutdom. The 
presentation was made by William D. 
Murray, chairman of the Editorial 
Board of the Boy Scouts, who has been 
in charge of the handbook’s production 
since its first edition 25 years ago. Co- 
incident with the handbook’s reaching 
its fabulous peak of 5 million copies 
is the quarter-century anniversary of 
the Boy Scouts of America, which is 
being observed this year. 

There have been 58 different print- 
ings of the handbook since its incep-

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B.M.1. to Seek Protection 
For American Bookbinders 


A statistical study of competitive im- 
ports of fine bindings has been under- 
taken by the B.M.I. with a view to pro- 
tecting the American hand binder from 
further loss of business due to low 
tariffs. John Fullerton (Atelier Book- 
binding Co.) and William Lummis 
(Scroll Club Bindery), members of the 
extra-binders’ group, N. Y. Bookbinders 
Guild, met last month with Harry >. 
Radcliffe of the B.M.I. to determine on 
the course to be followed. 

Likewise involved in the problems 
arising from foreign competition is the 
general field of book manufacturing, 
which is also affected by the copyright 
law. ' 

Manufacturing provisions in the bill 
now pending Senate action permit the 
manufacture of English-language books 
in foreign countries when by a foreign 
author, unless an American edition has 
already been produced here, in which 
case imports of the foreign-manufac- 
tured edition are prohibited. The B.M.I., 
however, has raised the point that if 
the right to distribute in this country 
has been contracted for, then the book 
should be manufactured here. 

The latest draft of the copyright bill 
permits titles by American authors to 
be manufactured abroad if for foreign 
distribution only. It is only fair, Mr. 
Radcliffe stressed, that the edition 
should also be made here if the Amer- 
ican author intends to distribute it here. 
As Judge Tiffany’s memorandum put 
it, “more liberal enjoyment of the 
American market should not be extended 
to foreign authors than is to be ac- 
corded to native authors.” 

The B.M.I, is following closely the 
progress of the bill in the Senate, and 
will report action as soon as it is known. 


Burton Emmett 


Burton Emmett, former president of 
the American Institute of Graphic Arts, 
died suddenly May 6 at the age of 64. 
He was a member of the well known 
N. Y. advertising agency, the Newell- 
Emmett Co., and was prominently identi- 
fied with the growth of the A.I.G.A. in 
membership and as a supporter of its 
educational work through traveling ex- 
hibits. He was chairman of the com- 
mittee which sent the “50 Books” show 
on a national tour in 1923. 

An enthusiastic collector of books, 
and familiar with bookmaking technique, 
Mr. Emmett was one of the founders 
and editors of The Colophon. In 1926 
he was presented with the A.I.G.A. Gold 
Medal in recognition of his efforts in 
the Institute’s behalf.

Athenaeum Press Strike 


Still Remains Unsettled 


At date of writing (May 21) there 
has been no outcome of the strike at 
the big Athenaeum Press plant of Ginn 
& Co. at Cambridge, Mass. According 
to M. R. Jouett, plant manager, in a 
statement to BooKBINDING MAGAZINE, 
“the employees who went on strike are 
still on strike; and those who remained 
loyal to the company are still loyal.” 

While the majority of the pressmen 
and press assistants are on strike, also 
a majority of the men in the bindery, 
Mr. Jouett explained, there are three 
other union departments—the  typo- 
graphical, electrotyping, and the women 
binders—which have not been involved 
and which did not walk out. 

“We are maintaining a_ substantial 
production, both in our press room and 
bindery,” Mr. Jouett said. 


Detroit Bindery Adds New 
Equipment for Varnishing 


Standard Bindery, Inc., 2751 E. Jef- 
ferson St., Detroit, Mich., has installed 
a new varnishing and gumming machine 
for varnishing or gumming either full 
sheets or strips of any desired width. 
The company claims it is the only ma- 
chine of its type in that section of the 
country. 


B.M.I. Seeks Data on 
Depreciation Allowances 


In order to cope with the Gov- 
ernment’s efforts to lower the de- 
preciation rate and thus raise the 
income tax of plant owners, Judge 
J. Raymond Tiffany, executive di- 
rector of the Book Manufacturers’ 
Institute, is seeking information 
from the book manufacturing in- 
dustry with which to analyze the 
various rates in the hope that an 
agreement can be reached to de- 
termine a definite rate and thereby 
simplify the filing of returns. 

It is felt that if the B.M.I. pre- 
sents arguments substantiated by 
the actual practices in the major- 
ity of the bookmaking plants, such 
arguments will have more force 
than if each plant individually at- 
tempts to argue the problem. 
Bindery, composing room and 
pressroom equipment, as well as 
other equipment, will be analyzed 
as to percentage of depreciation 
claimed and allowed.

Familiarity with these old bindings 
soon breeds a genuine fondness for 
them and a respect for the indepen- 
dence and common sense of the 
binders. They went along quietly, 
using the best tools they had and 
without trying to be hifalutin. All 
unknown to themselves, perhaps, they 
really created something unique and 
unmistakably characteristic.

Ink Remover 
To THE Epiror: 


On page 42 of the April issue, you 
have an item stating that it is impos- 
sible to remove ink from canvas. I 
wish to put myself on record as I have 
had experience in that line. I have 
been experimenting with that and 
have had good success. 

You wash the canvas with oxalic 
acid till the ink comes off, or any dis- 
coloring on the canvas. When dry 
wash with a weak solution of print- 
er’s lye, which will bring it back to 
its original color,

Hz wanted to be a West Pointer, 
but had to go to work after leaving 
public school. So J. Peter Seidel, 
manager of the Frederick A. Stokes 
Co. manufacturing department, re- 
ceived his first baptism of bookmaking 
fire in 1905 with the Francis D. 
Tandy Co., a N. Y. subscription 
house of the period, which wanted ‘‘a 
boy.” 

The late Wilson F. Brainard, free- 
lance manufacturing man (and a 
martinet for detail), took young Sei- 
del under his wing for several years 
and gave him an intensive and exten- 
sive post-graduate bookmaking course. 
It was on February 1, 1909, that Sei- 
del joined the Stokes manufacturing 
department, then headed by A. W. 
Taube and when Mr. Taube left 
Stokes in 1921, Seidel became chief of 
the department. Meanwhile he had 
studied nights at high school and 
Columbia. 


The most conspicuous trend he has 
noted in the manufacturing of Amer- 
ican trade books in the last 15 years 
has been an improvement in the qual- 
ity of materials, chiefly book papers. 
“There was a time when, after 1,000 
copies had been printed, the paper be- 
gan to fluff and the plates had to be 
cleaned. Although the plates were 
good, the results were not always 
happy. Often hundreds of finished 
books showed the effects of printing 
on poor quality paper. The mills are 
to be commended for their efforts in 
steadily improving their lines to their 
present-day quality and offering a 
wider variety.” 


. 


The metallic stamping products 
now available have likewise given the 
designer greater scope, he finds. Next 
to stamping in gold and silver effects, 
his preference is for ink, which he 
uses, as a rule, on juveniles and nov- 
els, employing metallic stamping on 
miscellaneous books. Labels he es-

chews. As for cloth, Seidel finds that 
red is the most predominant hue used 
on covers, with orange next. He 
considers red particularly adaptable 
for children’s books. “The kids seem 
to like it.” 


“The finest type face ever cast is 
Caslon. It’s my first and only love.” 
But he’s been using considerable Gar- 
amond for several years, ‘“‘although it 
must be set with discretion as re- 
gards spacing,” he warns. Caslon, 
Garamond, Granjon, and Estienne 
are his most typical novel types, which 
he generally sets in 11 pt. with 2 pt. 
leading. For more serious books of 
the non-fiction type he is partial to 
Caslon. When he decides on a type 
he consistently designs: the whole 
book, from title page throughout, in 
the same style. 


Though convinced we will always 
have the jacket with us, Seidel gives 
the binding the most effective appear- 


ance the budget will afford. “The 
jacket lives only a few days after the 
book is sold,” he says, “but the cover 
lasts indefinitely as a tribute to the 


designer’s taste or a frank avowal of 
his lack of it.” 


Textbook Design Improved 
In New Ginn List 


A higher esthetic level in the manu- 
facture of textbooks bearing the Ginn 
& Co. imprint, with the depression re- 
trenchment in buying the motivating 
cause in the books’ appearance, is re- 
ported by the company in its catalog, 
“Better Books for Better Times.” 

In its message to the schools, the 
brochure’s keynote is as follows: In- 
stead of curtailing expenditures, to keep 
within the reduced income of the last 5 
years, the policy of publishing new books 
of first importance was adopted, while 
those of a secondary type were dropped. 
The quality factor was then stressed in 
designing the newcomers with the result 
that “in their physical characteristics, as 
well as in authorship and editing, we be- 
lieve that our new books are better be- 
cause of the depression.” 

Adding that cloth manufacturers and 
papermakers have been alert in improv 
ing their wares, the booklet continues: 

“New papers of dull finish have been 
developed. Several kinds of excellent 
waterproof cloths have been put on the 
market. The services of some of the 
country’s best designers have been of late 
more readily available than heretofore. 

“The covers of many of our new 
books are, in consequence, more sug- 
gestive of luxury and prosperity than of 
the difficult times in which they were 
produced.” 


Hold British “50 Books” Show 


A British exhibition of “The 50 Books 
of the Year,” published during 1934, 
opened May 1 at the First Edition Club, 
6 Little Russell St., London, W.C.I1., and 
was to continue to June 7. The show, 
selected by a committee of First Edition 
Club members, is the seventh of the an- 
nual series. Marks are awarded for 
binding, paper, typographical design, gen- 
eral impression, and relation to price. 
The marking plan is followed to enable 
the more cheaply printed and bound 
book to compete with its more expensive 
brothers. 


Seltzer Now Reorganizing 


Thomas Seltzer, N. Y. publisher, is re- 
organizing his business and will engage 
actively in publishing in the fall. Such 
Seltzer books as are still in print are 
being handled by Loring & Mussey, N. 
Y. publishers. 


Circulate 7,517,548 Bibles 


A total of 7,517,548 Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and parts of the Bible were dis- 
tributed in more than 40 countries dur- 
ing 1934, according to the annual report 
of the American Bible Society. Lan- 
guages and dialects numbered 148.

One of the most pleasant cover ef- 
fects and color schemes of recent books 
is carried out here in summery shades 
of blue sides and pink back, crinkly fin- 
ish, with rules, type, and reverse panels 
in soft white. A pair of rules falls 
coolly down the blue near the overlap, 
and the title in Bernhard Cursive reads 
up(!) the spine. The book needs to be 
seen and handled for a proper apprecia- 
tion of its tone values. The title page 
carries rules and type similar to those 
used on the cover, but is so open as to 
be formless. More satisfactory are the 
decorated chapter heads, where the 
number line at the left, the title lines 
lower and at the right, and the first line 
of text are set in italics with Bernhard 
Cursive initials. There are 4 groups of 
gravure illustrations, whose bleed edges 
might profitably have been concealed 
with a top stain which would have fur- 
ther aided the exterior color scheme.

An improvement here would 
have been 2 more leads between folio 
and last line of text. End sheets, also 
in blue on blue, bear a lively silhouette 
map in old style. A perfect little gift 
book, especially considering the price.

A 12mo drama textbook touched up 
attractively in, several spots. The cover, 
for example, has a lively modern design 
of triangles and rules. The margins are 
wider than usual, and a double rule 
brightens the running head. The book 
opens well and is head-banded. Reverse 
indentation permits the characters, in 
italics, to be readily picked out. Though 
nearly 650 pages long, the book is not 
too heavy nor the paper too thin. An 
ornamental head rule lends an 18th- 
century flavor to the first page of each 
play and to the title page, part of which 
is set square in the good old way. Type 
is clear and pleasant; footnotes being 
on the same page, with first word bold, 
they are easily referred to. We might 
suggest more elaborate half-titles for 
the 4 plays, and a reduction of the 
title-page matter.

on the progress it has made on the 
road to harmony, unification, and sta- 
bility. 

“Tt has a Code Authority which 
comprises eighteen proprietors, every 
one of whom is long established in the 
trade, well rated, and respected by 
his community of competitors. Their 
decisions and rulings will receive the 
moral support of the industry. With 
Richard Shoemaker Jr. elected chair- 
man of the Code Authority by a unan- 
imous vote, well-considered decisions 
by the Code Authority are a foregone 
conclusion. 


“The machinery of 
Authority has begun to function 
quickly. The various committees are 
working diligently, up to midnight 
when necessary. 

“By the time the needed amend- 
ments for the trade binding industry 
in the Graphic Arts Code have been 
formally approved in Washington 
(and Deputy Administrator George 
T. Ross and Assistant Deputy Ad- 
ministrator H. Brewster Hobson 
have assured us of speedy action), the 
new, all-inclusive super-trade associa- 
tion for the metropolitan area will 
also be functioning. 


“When these amendments have 
been finally approved and the indus- 
try definitely unified, the Graphic 
Arts Code will legally bind every 
trade binding and paper ruling unit 
in the industry. 


“The Industry will then be able to 
look forward to an era of real stabil- 
ity and prosperity. With the organi- 
zation of a powerful trade associa- 
tion, the Industry, in its farsighted- 
ness, can look forward to a continua- 
tion of such conditions even after the
